THE LAST DAY. 


Consresa Adjonms To-day and the 
Conntrr Will Ifow b9 Vnii off 
Campaign Speakers. 


WAsmNGTON, 
Oct. 20.—When the 
house met this morning at 11 o'clock, 
the last day of the most protracted ses- 
sion in the annals of congress, in addi- 
tion to the speaker there were fifteen 
members in attendance. 
In the gal- 
leries w ere not more than one hundred 
persons to witness the closing scenes. 


On motion of Mr. E. B. Taylor, of 
Ohio, a joint resolution was passed 
authorizing the exhibit made by the 
government at the Centennial exjwsi- 
tion at Cincinnati, to remain at the ex- 
position until November 15. 


In accordance with a resolution adopt- 
ed, on motion of Mr. McMillen, of Ten- 
nessee, the speaker appointed Messrs. 
McMillen, of Tennessee, Clements, of 
Georgia, and Byan, of Kansas, as a com- 
mittee on the part of the house, to wait 
upon the president and inform him that 
congress is ready to adjourn if he has no 
further communication to make. 
A re- 
cess was then taken until 12:30. 


After recess, Mr. McMillen, chairman 
of the committee appointed 
to wait 
upon the president, reported that that 
duty had been perfonned and that the 
president had stated that "he had no 
further communication to make to con- 
gress." 


A further recess was taken until 12:53. 
After the second recess (McMillen, of 
Tennessee, in the chair) Mr. Ryan, of 
Kansas, oflfered, and the house unani- 
mously adopted, the following résolu 
tion: 


That the thanks of this house are 
hereby tendered to Hon. John G. Car- 
lisle, the speaker, for the courtesy, abil- 
ity and fairness wi th which he has pre- 
sided over the deliberations of the first 
session of the Fiftieth congress. 


Speaker Carlisle, having resumed the 
chaii-, Mr. Hopkins, of New York, offer- 
ed, and the house adopted the resolu- 
tion tendering the thanks of the house 
to its officers for the courteous maniu-r 
in which they have discharge<l their du- 
ties. 


As the hands of the clock, pointed to 
the hour of 1 o'clock, the speaker said: 
'The hour of 1 o'clock having arrived, 
I now declare the house adjourned sine 
die." 


The announcement was received with 
applause and the correspondents in the 
press gallery evinced their thankfulness 
by chanting the doxology. 


SENATE. 


Only seven senators had the benefit of 
the final prayer this session of the cliap- 
lain. 
On motion of Mr. Allison, a com- 
mittee of two senators was appointed, 
(Allison and Saulsbury) to join a like 
committee on the part of the house, to 
wait upon the president and infoi-m him 
that congress, "having finished its busi- 
ness," was ready to close the present 
session by adjournment at 1 o'clock, to- 
day. 


Senator Blackburn presented the mi- 
nority report of the select committee on 
the operations of the civil service law, 
and it was ordered to be print<îd with 
the majority report. 


The last bill of the session to be in- 
troduced was one by Mitchell, propos- 
ing an amendment to the constitution 
providing for the election of United 
States senators by the people. 
It was 
referred. 


Business was then informally sus- 
pended, awaiting the message from the 
president or from the house. 
Tlie first 
message received was the one from the 
house announcing the passage of a joint 
resolution concerning the government 
exhibit at the Cincinnati exposition. It 
was immediately passed by the senate; 
also announcing the appointment of the 
committee to await upon the president. 


The next message from the house was 
the sending back of the enrolled joint 
resolution (signed by the speaker) as to 
the government exhibits at the Cincin- 
nati exposition. 
It was immediately 
signed by the presiding officer and dis- 
patched to the president, but as the 
bands on the dial of the clock showed 
that but twenty-five minutes of the ses- 
sion were left, the question of its being 
approved and signed were very doubt- 
ful. 


Five minutes afterward Mr. Allison, 
of the committee to wait on the presi- 
dent, reported that the committee had 
performed that duty and had been in- 
formed by the president that he had no 
further communication to offer. 


A resolution tendering the thanks of 
the senate to Mr. Ingalls "for the uni- 
formally able, courteous and impartial 
manner in which he had presided," was 
offered by Mr. Saulsbury and adopted 
unanimousW. The senate adjourned. 


Senator Blaokbum, 
to-day, submit- 
ted a volaminooB minority report from 


the committee on the operations of the 
civil service and asked that it be print- 
ed with the majority report. 


It says that all the evils and abuses 
complained of to-day came down to this 
administrati|On as an inheritance. 


Among the nominations which were 
were not confirmed by the senate before 
adjournment was that of William C. 
Newberry for postmaster at Chicago.

Beatli of a IVIncli-Bespected Pioneer 
Citizen. 


Last evening occurred the death of 
Mr. Mathias Glynn, the veteran lively 
stable proprietor. 


Mr. Glynn came to Fort Wayne some 
sixty fom* years ago, when these parts 
were out in the wilderness. He did team- 
ing on the canal for Wm. A. Jackson 
and drove a four horse team on an over- 
land route, carrying provisions, freight 
and government supplies between Cincin- 
nati, St. Marys, Piqua and intermediate 
points. He was a great horseman and a 
daring young fellow in those days, and 
often has he related the experiences of 
the trying times. 


He established himself in the livery 
stable business some forty or fifty years 
ago—some say fifty-four years ago—and 
has conducted it ever since, achieving in 
the business a reputation not confined 
to Indiana. 


He was an honorable, honest man. 
His life was always upright, and Mr. 
Glynn goes to his grave with the esteem, 
good will and regard of all who knew 
him. 


Mr. Glynn was bom in the county 
Kildare, Ireland, April 10th, 1807, con- 
sequently he was in his eighty-second 
year. 
lie came to America in 1833 imd 
to Fort Wayne in 1834. 
He was in the 
service of the government as mail agent 
from 1835 to 1838, carrying the miul be- 
tween 
Fort Wayne and Cincinnati, 
when it was worth almost a man's life 
to attempt a trip between those two 
points. 
In 1838 he established a livery 
business in the then straggling town of 
Fort Wayne and he maintained that 
business tintil the time of his death. 
He was married twice; first in 1838 to 
Bridget Brown, who died in 1847, and 
the second time to Mary Ryan in 1849, 
the latter lady dying in 1883.

RUSSIAN EMPIRE. 


A Bicli and Gorgreous Monastery—Burial 
Place of the Aristocracy of St. Petersburg: 
—The Gi aofo-Russian Church—Systaia of 
Worship—A Kdinarkable Ceremony. 


BY WIIil^IAM ELEBOY CUIÎTIS. 


At one end 
of the Nevski Prospect, tlio 
prcat thorouglifurc ot Pctersburi;. the Fifth 
Avenue of the city, is the palace of the ad- 
uiiralty, over whieli the Grand Duke Alexis 
presides, with its needle-like spire, and at 
llieotiier end the f^reat monastery of ^t. Al- 
exander Nevski, from whieh tlie street s e t s 
i i s n a n i e . 
It is the Westniinster 
Abbey oi 
liussia. one .»f the 
largest, •wealthiest, and 
most celebi-ated of all Itussian hous'-s of se- 
elusion;the i^eat of a m(;tro>i(>litan, the resi- 
dence of sciiiie of the most famous scholars 
ii! the empire, and endowed Avith e n o r m o u s 
v e a l t h . 


The monastery oceupics extensive {^rounds 
just on th • limits of the city, wJiich are in- 
closed by walls, and protect a n u m b e r of 
churches. ti>wers. dormitories, cloisters, and 
other bail lin<rs devoted to both secular and 
religious pui'iios^s.

the ctmiitry. and 
for iiisiireat jiiety and 
jiiilitarv ser\iees was caiioni/.eii JUO years 
after. 


The ehu!-ch and m o n a - t e r y were comjilet- 
(•,1 in 1711, when the remains of St. Al'-xan- 
der were hrvupht 
from their re.stinjr place 
at tlui convent of Vhiiliinir with ceremonies 
of ^reat nomp and pl.u-ed in ;t m;issi\ e silver 
slirine whieh 
eoiitiiins nearly two tons of 
jmre metal, and is dec(u-aleil with the most 
beautiful chased 
work one can 
imafiiin-. 
The desisn is pyramidal, siirmouniet! hy a 
eatafjilque and angels as biji as men of solid 
silver.

is very frorcreous and lilled 
with mafinilicent ornaments.but the exterior 
is shabby.

Murillo and Ciuido. 
r.eneo and other famous artists. The Xevski 
m.)nks eoi most of the presents that were 
s'Mit to liiissiii by the Shah of Persia in IHi!) 
when tlie Jtussian amba,ssad«u- had 
been 
murdered at Telieran. 
These frifts consist- 
<>d of il loiiir train of rare aninmls, Per.-ian 
fahrii's, giddstutTs and jewels, to reconeile 


rial tha» on« who has given the subject no 
study ™^ould suppose. 
The Greek claims to 
be the origiuul church founded by the apos- 
tles. and one who has read the able argu- 
ment of Dean Stanley of Westminster Ab- 
bey on tho subject will find it difBcult to 
doubt that it is so. 


It can not be proven t h a t St. Peter 
ever 
was 
in Kome: much less c a n it be shown 
t h a t ho founded a c h u r c h there. 
It is easy 
of demonstration, on the contrary, that he 
did establi.sh c h u r c h e s in Greece and Syria, 
whore the Greek forms always have 
pre- 
vailed. 
All the works of the apostles were 
in Greek, all the fathers of the church, from 
St. Paul of Tarsus to St. Jerome, 
were 
of 
Greece 
and 
Syria, and none from Italy or 
any of the Lutin nations. 
All the rites and 
ceremonies of the Komaa church testify by 
tlunr nomencliiture to tludr 
Greek 
oriprin, 
and all the tra litions. as well as the sospels, 
are written in t.'iat laiifinajie. 
In the fourth 
centuries 
the 
lirst jealousies between the 
lìomish a n d tho t h e c i a n 
c h u r c h e s 
broke 
out. which 
continued 'growing more and 
mora bitter till the total separation 
in S'lS 
over the election of a pontili or metropoli- 
tan. when Pope Xicliolas 
excommunicated 
his rival. Pope I'hotius. a n d 
Photius 
re- 
turned the compliment by excommunicating 
him. 
Since then the two branches of the 
faith have been bitterly antagonistic. 


As .so little >s known 
.about the Ga-co- 
Russian 
Church, 
the following points on 
whiclj it difTers from the Homan Church will 
bo foiind interesting: 


1. It denies 
the primncy of tho Pope of 
Piome: denies his authority or descent from 
.St. Peter, and n;jects the doctrine of h u m a n 
infaliibilitv. 


2. It denies that thè Holy Ghost proceeds 
from the Son. 


;i. It rejects purgatory, predestination, in- 
dtilgeiices, dispensations, and works of su- 
pi:re!-oga1 ion. althougii admitting the inter- 
cession of the sai!i;s by prayer. 


•]. It holds to tlie uiicessity of completo 
immersion of tin» boùy at baptism, exci'pt 
in cases 
of extreme 
emergoicy. 
A dying 
infant may be bap:ii;od by ;t l.iyman with 
the b,apt ism.d formula, but the words. "Ymi 
arfi baptized in the name." etc., must be 
used in siic.'h ease's insti'ad of the regular 
formula. 
"I bajitize thee." etc. 
In case a 
ju-iest should ariive 
before the death of the 
child the ceremonv must be repeated. 


5. 
AVhili' admitting the doctrine of tran- 
suiistantiation in regard to t!ie eueharist. it 
alTirms that tiie holy l»read must be leuv-

the chalice, and

transubstantiation that part of thi> Agnus is 
placidi in the chalice.

During the 'imslness hours of the day, from 
sunrise to sunset, in fact, the little chapel in 
j which it stands was crowded with people— 
merchants, clerks, artisans. laborers, and 
all classes of the community- who bought 
and lighted candles first, and then bowed to 
pray for prosperous results in the day's 
trade, each leaving some contribution for 
the benefit of the church as a peace offering. 


It is a curious and interesting sight to see 
the devoutness with which the s a n c t u a r y is 
approachcd. 
Not a drosky driver 
would 
pass it, no matter at w h a t speed, without 
crossing himself with three lingers and tak- 
ing off his hat. 
The same form.s are prac- 
ticed by all foot passengers.

Mr. McCulloch believes revenué reform 
to be the supreme issue of the hour, and 
he finds in the position of the demo- 
cratic party assurance that if the people 
sustain democratic doctrine at the polls 
in November revenue refoi-m will be 
safely effected. 


During a citizenship of nearly sixty 
years Mr. McCulloch has never hereto- 
fore voted for a presidential candidate 
not a whig or a republican. 
He will 
cast his first democratic vote this year 
for Cleveland and Thurman electors, in 
the belief that the democratic party now 
represents the spirit of patriotism, pro- 
gress and conservation of our institu- 
tions for the good of all the people, in 
which alone can the country find a reali- 
zation of its destiny. 


The part of Mr. McCulloch's inter- 
view referring to purchases of govern- 
ment bonds is peculiarly important •'by 
reason of the ex-secretary's eminence as 
a 
financier. 
He says that the sugges- 
tion of Harrison and Blaine that Secre- 
tary Fairchild should have consumed 
the sui-plus in purchasing bonds, and 
should not have distiibuted part of it 
among the national banks, is unfair and 
unwise. If in charge of the federal 
finance he would hesitate long before 
paying for bonds high premiums result- 
ing solely from the government pur- 
chases from large bondholders, which 
would not tend to put money in active 
circulation among the people. 
To this 
he adds: 


As to the deposits of public moneys in 
national banks, that was the only thing 
the secretary could do if he did not pur- 
chase bonds. 
Sherman did the same 
thing. 
If Mr. Fairchild had kept the 
money locked up in the treasury there 
would have been a great outci-y. 
It was 
a perfectly legal act to distribute the 
money among national depositories, was 
justifiable under the circumstances and, 
in my opinion, perfectly proper.

THE keeper of the Tillamook Rock 
(Oregon) lighthouse 
reports to the 
Li^rhthouse Board a wave which broke 
at a height of ICO feet al)ove liigh-water 
mark. His calculation is made as fol 
lows: The rock uixm which the light- 
house tower stands rises ninety-six feet 
above high water, the focal plane of the 
light itself is thii-ty-eight feet above the 
base of the tower, and the crest of the 
wave was at least twenty-fi^e feet above 
the light. 
The windows f)f the tower 
were broken and the 1 am{> extinguished. 


W I T H a sheet-irc^n disk mounted on an 
axis so as to Ix; spun like a top, G. C. 
Manet, a Frencli electrician, produces 
an apparent revei'sal of a familiar law of 
physics. 
When at rest or slowly rota- 
ting the disk is attracted by a horse- 
shoe magnet brought near; but when 
revolving ra])idly it is repelled if the 
ma^et be present<Hl to its flat surface. 
This curious phei'onienon of repulsion 
is supposed to be due to the induced 
currents set up by the motion of the 
iron in the magnetic field, and does not 
appear imtU the rapidity of the revolu- 
tion gives currents of stifficient power to 
more than counterbalance the magnet's 
attraction. 


D R . R E D A R D has communicated to the 
Palis Academy of Medicine some obser- 
vations regarding the advantages of the 
skin of birds for grafts on wounds of hu- 
man beings. He takes the skin from 
beneath the wing of a chicken, carefully 
securing the subjacent cellular tissue, 
but avoiding the adipose tissue. The 
transplanted pieces varied from a sixth 
to a third of an inch in size, and they 
were maintained in position by means 
of a little cotton-wool and iodoform 
gauze. The skin of birds and fowls has 
the advantage of being supple, delicate, 
and vascular, and is readily adapted to 
the surface of a wound, where it adheres 
without undergoing absorption. In a 
case of severe bum of the scalp of 
eight mouths standing, in a child 2 
years old, he obtained rapid cicatriza- 
tion by means of grafts from a fowl. 
The wound measured three inches by 
two and a half, and completely healed 
in two months. 


Tlic Sole Survivor. 


There might have been fifty of us in 
the waiting-room at the Erie Railway 
Depot at Buffalo when a young man, 
dressed as a sailor and having a serious 
cast of countenance, entered and began 
to solicit alms on tlie strength of having 
been wrecked aiul losing his all. In- 
deed, he came near losiag his life, being 
the sole survivor of a crew of eight men. 
Quarters and halves were chipped in 
with bountiful hand, but before I chipped 
I felt it my duty to inquu'e: 


"What wreck was this?" 
"Schooner Blazing Star, sir," he re- 
plied. 


"That's just like some folks!" ex- 
claimed a very pompous little man with 
a very liigh collar on. "They can't 
l)art with a nickel without wanting to 
know all about it." 


"When did the wrfeck occur?" I asked 
of the sailor. 


"Ten days ago." 
"It 
makes a heap of difference 
whether it occurred ten or eleven or 
nine days ago!" sneered pomposity as 
he walked around.

H i s 
attaiumenta, oliinbinpc u p as ho did from 
the (juarry and the Avall of t h e stone- 
mason. droAV forth tho astonished ad- 
miration of B u c k l a n d a n d Murchison, 
tho scientists, and Dr. Chalmers, t h o 
theologian, a n d hold uuivi rsities spell- 
b o u n d while ho told t h e m t h e story of 
Avhat ho h a d seen of G o d in tho old r e d 
sandstone. 


That m a n did more t h a n any being 
that ever lived to show that the God of 
tho hills is tho G o d of t h e Bible, a n d lie 
struck his t u n i n g fork on the rocks of 
Cromarty u n t i l he brought geology a n d 
theology accordant in divine 
worship. 
His two books, entitled " F o o t p r i n t s of 
tho Creator" and t h e "Testimony of t h e 
Rocks" prochiimed t h e bans of an ever- 
lasting marriage between genuine science 
and revelation. 
On this latter book he 
toiled day a n d night, t h r o u g h 
love of 
nature a n d love of God, until he could

At one end of tlio Kevski Prospect, tho 


(rrcat thoroughfare or Petersburg, the Fifth 
Avenue of tht) city, is the palaeo of the ad- 
miralty, overwhiuh the Unuid IJiiko A Urns 
presides, with its needle-like spirt.'. ;ind 
Uie other end thutrrcat monastery of frt Al- 
exander Kevaki. from which the stri'i-i sets 
ilsnamo. Jt is the Westminster Abbey of 
llusttia. one of the largest, wealthiest,'and 
most celebrated ot all Hussitm houses or se- 
clusion ;thu soiit o[ a metropolitan, the ivsi- 
doneo of some of the imist famous scholars 
in tliy empire, ami endowed with, enormous 
wealth. 


The monastery occupies extensive grounds 


just on th•• limits of the eity, which are in- 
closed by walls, and protect u number of 
churcltes, towers, dormitories, cloisters, and 
otlivr buil lings devoted to both secular and 
religious purposus. 
Tlio monastyry was

founded by Pet-jr the Great, when ho built 
Petersburg, in honor of the Grand I)uke Al- 
exander, who. in 12-H. fought n prcat battle 
on the very spot where the' monastery now 
stands, drove tlio Swedish invaders out of 
the country, and for his great piety and 
military services was canonized OT years 
after. 


The church and monastery were complet- 
ed in 1711. when the remains of St. Alexan- 
der were brought from their resting place 
at the convent of Vladimir with ceremonies 
of great nomp and placed in a massive silver 
shrine which contains nearly two tons of 
pure metal, and is decorated with llui most 
beautiful chased work one can imagine. 
The design is pyramidal, surmounted by a 
catafalque and angels us biR as men of solid 
silver. 


The church is vorr porpcous and filled 


witlimagnili cent ornamcnts.but tho uxlorior 
Is shabby. The crown of St. Alexander and 
tlio bod on which Pot.ir the Groat died are 
among tlio most precious of the relics, fmt

1. It denies tlie primacy of tho Pope of 


Koine: denies his authority or descent from 
St. Peter, and rejects tho doctrine of human 
infallibility. 


2. It denies that thfe Holy Ghost proceeds 
from the Son. 


if. It rejcvts purgatory, predestination, in- 


dulgences, dispensations, and works of su- 
pererogation, although admitting the inter- 
cession of the i;ain;s by prayer. 


4. It holds to the necessity of complete 


immersion of the body at baptism, except 
m eases ot extreme emergency. A dying 
infant may 
V>o b:ip;!zod by a layman wit li 


the baptisin.tl formula, but the words, "Von 
ire baptized in tho name." etc.. must bo 
ised in such easos instead of the regular 
nrniula. "I baptize liico." etc. In case a 
priest should an ivo bcfure the death of tho 
child tho ceremony must bo repeated. 


\VhHoadntltliiig the doctrine of trim- 


substantiation in regard to the euchnrist, it 
affirms (hat the holy bread must bo Icav- 
jned. the wine and water being placed in 
the chalice, ami it is only at thu prayer of 
Iransubstantiation that part of tho Agnus is 
placed in the chalice. The element of vine 
with water is alone administered to children 
up to tho age of 7 yours, for foar of the sacred 
elements being rejected or falling to tho 
Tround. 


G. Marriage is obligatory on the p:irt of

1). Priests must wear l-uarils. They arc 
ot allowed to dcfucu the imago of God by 
shaving. 


Tho importance of outward forms is much 


noro insisted upon in t'ie Itussiaii than in 
ho Human Church. Prryor must bo nttturod 
.vith thu body prostrate, with the forehead 
fpon the floor, as among the Moslems, and 
ho form of tho cross must be nuido witli 
hrcc lingers. A long and bloody war once

Tho caravan reached Petersburg in the 


•lead winter, the pearls and other jewels 
and- tho goldstiiffs being carried in largo 
silver and gold dishes by mugnillcently

The Persian prince in charge of the nara- 
van, Khosra Mirza, was In a f?liit,o euri'ia"i! 
drawn by thirty while horses; the eloplianls, 
bearing on their backs towers tilled with 
Indian warriors, had on leather boots to 
protect them from tho cold, while the ctiges 
of the lions'and tigers were sewn up in ski 
of the polar hear. Tho animals soon <li 
iroin the severity of tho climate, but (he 
gold and jewels were given bythn Czar to 
< he Nevski monastery, and am still kept in 
thi treasury with other things of the sai 
sort. 


There .are a largo number of beautiful 


vestments in this monastery, as lino as can 
be found in any cathedral in Europe. The 
vestments of the Arch bishop at Noire 
jJitme, Paris, which are shown to visitors. 
will not compare with them in riHmcriH or 
costliness. Anyone article in'the collec- 
tion would attract attention elsewhere, but 
here in the great mass one becomos be- 
wildered. In the library connected wilh 
the monastery are a large number of rare 
manuscripts and historical documents pre- 
aenUid to it from time to time by llu: Czars. 


The cry^t of the Church of the Annuncia- 


tion, connected with tho convent, contains 
llltt tombs of many illustrious Russians and 
some line curving.*^ In l.hc cemetery adjoin- 
ing, tho aristocracy of Petersburg bury their 
dead, and large sums are paid for tho privi- 
lege. I have heard of men who loft their 
families impoverished-by paying their entire 
estate for the privilege of having I heir bones 
li'i at St. Alexander Novski. In one of the 
churches tho remains of Catherine's unfor- 
tunate husband lay for many years till they 
were removed to the Church of Peter and 
Paul, wherb the bodies of tho other sover- 
eigns are buried. Here, too, was imprisoned 
for awhile the ilrsl wife of Peter the Great. 
Hen* Alexander I. came to listen to ills own 
fun,- nil sermon before wilt Ing off with his 
wife for the, souih. wlmnr-it he never return- 
ed.

A SUKE WAY TO BE RUINED. 


Xtlctinnl A. Proclor Think* Tlioro 1* No 


Smr« r.uniulliii; Theory. 


Proctor, tho great astronomer nhd 


:natliematiciaii, docs iiot seem to thitil 
;h«re in any unto system to bo followcc 
.n gambling. In a recent number o 
tho Kalian at llcvicw ho says: The 
doctrine of tlio "maturity of 
tho 


chances," combined with tho doctrine 
of the "vein of luck," advanced by the 
departed gambler (and rogue) Stein 
netz us tlie two fundamented principles 
'or successful gambling, curiously illuH 
irate the utter inability of the gam- 
jling mind to reason soundly. One 
doctrine really means that tlio luck 
must change, not telling tlie gamblei 
whether it will change sooner or later 
";e other really means that luck may 


j • trusted not to change for a while, 


not telling tlio gambler how long thai 
'while" may be trusted to last. Ami 
'ie poor simpleton, for even gambling 
•ngncs like ttloinmeta are but simple- 
ions at b:>itom, cannot see that the two 
loctrines necessarily Jill the record for 
-11 possible events, and must, there- 
on-, be utterly valueless in considering 
ihc chances for any particular event or 
series of events. Whatever happens, 
ne or tho other law must be justified, 
nit gamblers rejoice at this as evidence 
n favor of the fc\vo laws, instead of see- 
ug that it proves both to be worth- 
ess. Does a gambler who has been 
ncky win afresh? then the gamblers 
around see in the case an illustration 
if the "vein of luck." Docs the luck 
Change? then they proclaim, with equal 
visdom, their faith in the doctrine of 
the "maturity of the chances." They 
may not use these precise words; on 
the contrary, their words may be any- 
thing bnt precise; in one case they 
muy say: "He has the devil's own 
luck," and in the other they may swear 
lustily because, having backed his luck, 
they have lost money. But the ideas 
are there all tho same. 
And since 


every single experience of every gam- 
bler is bound to confirm his belief that 
luck will cither change or continue un- 
changed, his faith in tho fundamental 
idiocies of gambling, the "vein of luck" 
and the "maturity of tho chances," 
grows 
constantly in 
strength and 


fervor. 
The belief t1i.it in the long 


run luck must run oven is not quite so 
obviously misleading as either of tho 
two, tlie combination of which it really 
represents. 
It is true, indeed, in a 


sense; but it is misleading all tlio, 
sumo. Tt means so much less than be- 
lievers iu it imagine. Consider how 
little it really promises. If the gam- 
bh-v when ho loses asuurcs himself on 
tho fttrcngth of this law that, ho must 
ono dny recover all he has lost, what an 
argument ho should find in that against 
gambling. .For what earthly use can 
Micrebn in continuing a proofing, which, 
I' continued long enough, is bound i.o 
land you whom yon began?

SL'RIKGKR TELLS OF 


ITS JUANV ItKNISFlTS, 


Criticism of Candidate Harrison's 


Plan to Kedute tho Surplus—Ailvaiit-.tges 
of the Free 1.1st—Siuid Thrown Into thu 
Laborer's Eyes. 


[Speech of Hon. Win. St. Springor, of Illinois- 
delivered in Philadelphia.] 


What IB tho condition of affairs that confronts 


you at this timu? Tho pooplo of the United 
States aro paying into tho Treasury from Fodor* 
ttl taxation uioro than $100,0^,000 a year inox- 
OOBI of tho nocoBsittofi of tho GovarnmoEt Uon- 
estly aud eeonomically adminiatored. The con- 
dltioa of things thut confronts na is one requir- 
ing a reduction of taxation. How shall that bo 
accomplished V It soerns to' mo that tho prob- 
lem of reduction is ono whlcli ought to ho under- 
stood and comprehended by every citizen in tho 
land, tunl I wa3" surprised, nay, amazed, when I 
read hi tho letter of uccoptauco of General Har- 
rison that hia plan of reducing the surplus was 
to buy United Statou bouda. You all remember 
wlioa these bonds were no"otlated. Tho Govern- 
raoiitgot Irom-lOfcoO-i cents 011 the dollar for 
them; and now, when tho time cornea to pay 
them, General Harrison rocpmmends that we 
buy them from tho bondholders and p:iy thorn a 
premium of $2j to S'Jf ou every S100 worth. 3Jo 
you propose, tht-u. to dispose of your suqilus by 
giving the bondboldora an additional prouiitun of 
one-fourth the face of tlio bonds? Or will you 
stop tho collection of taxes and leave this moiiuy 
la the pockets of tho people, whom it belongs'? 
Ibo Democratic party in ill favor of reducing 
the taxes; and this brings ns to consider tho 
question as to how and where tbo reduction shall 
take place. We aro collecting at thla tuuo, as

We 'cannot got along 
without it. It never ought to have boon tajed. 
It waa an ontrujfo upon tbo jiuople of thiff coun- 
try to havo over put lumber uuoii a tax schedule. 
Another articlo which we have selected and 
placed upon tho froo Hat is that of salt—un iir- 
tlclo necessary to human existence. »3 uecefiGury 
almost aa light, as air, us water—uu article that 
iievor ought to havi boon ejected to uay taxes 
upon. Wo place this upon the frou lint, audonor 
Irou salt to tlio toiling mi.lions of tho country. 
We have also selected a vitat number ot articles 
kuowii as cbomicjils—mticlGH used in tho woolen 
and cotton mills of tho country, raw material 
coming into every establishment and assisting 
m building np tho mauufa-jtaring intereso of tho 
country. Wo profor that thcas inatori;t,Is should 
bo free, so that tho manufacturers can eocuro 
them at the lowest possiblo coat, and thus havo 
a larger ina'giu ol proilta to divide with tho 
-vvorkinginou of the country. This bill also pu, s 
upon tho freo lit>t what ia Known as tin plates. 
There are nono of them made in this country. 
About 917,OtKV>00 worth were Imported last year.

Now, 1 
will ask you to come with mo across tho water 
and for a few nionieiits to foryot that there I- 
Buch a place as America. We find in England 
where u comparative freo-trudo system prevails, 
tho witgim amount from 50 to 75 per cunt, mort 
than thoao paid in all protective countries ex- 
ooiit tho United Btatos. Compare the wages 
with thoso paid in protective l-'i-imeo. protective 
Itussia, or that wrotchud country, Mexico, and 
if yon are not satisfied with this and tbo time 
hold out wo will nail around th« worid and ccm« 
to China. There it) a protective country where 
for S1.UOJ yours they havo hud a system of China 
lor tho Cnfnoae, 


In that protective country yoti will find that 
tho Ohinami'ii work for £1 a week und board 
themselves, and of all < he people In the world 
thoao are tho only persons itmt lira excluded 
from coming to tho United States, for recently 
wo have passed a law excluding nny Chinaman, 
whether a Bkilled or tmsklilud ivoriuiiuu, coming 
into thU country for tiny purpose, and wo are all 
in favor of that. These are th-j victims of a 
protective system. Now, Mr. Blaino, wo havo 
visited tho countries of tho world; wo have 
seen that in freo,-tra<1o England better wages 
uro paid than in any protective government 
of 
tho 
world oxcopt tho 
Utiftod 
States. 
That is what tho workingmen will find 
if 


they wili crosu tho wnter and investigate this 
problem instead of riding with Curncgio on top 
of a tally-ho coach. 
But why are thtngi 


ictomal rovenno, $70,000,000 from distilled spirits

from oleomargarine, not necessary to mention.

tho foreign. Therefore, in reducing the customs

THE keeper of tlie Tillamook Rock

DR. RE DA no has communicated to the 


Paris Academy of Medicine some obser- 
vations regarding the advantages of the 
skin of birds for grafts on wounds of hu- 
man beings. He takes the skin from 
beneath tlie wing of a chicken, carefully 


iring the subjacent cellular tissue, 
avoiding the adipose tissue. The 


transplanted pieces varied from a sixth 
to a third of an inch in size, and they 
were maintained in position by means 
of a little cotton-wool and iodoform 
gauze. The skin of birds and fowls has 
the advantage of being supple, delicate, 
and vascular, and is readily adapted to 
the surf ace of. a.wound, where it adheres 
without undergoing absorption. In a 
case of severe burn of the scalp of 
eight months standing, in a child 2 
rears old, he obtained rapid cicatriza- 
ion by means of grafts from a fowl. 
The wound measured three inches by 
two and a half, and completely healed 
in two months.

My wife has urged this 
very point for years; but I have usually 
been so busy jnst before mealtime I- 
could not get around to it. For • some 
time back, however, I have been taking 
just half an hour's sleep boforu dinner 
and supper; and if any sort of patent 
medicine had ever given me such a lift 
in the way of health, it would very likely 
have been "boomed' about .as well as I 
could 'boom' it. Tho philosophy o£ it 
seems to be: If you want a man to do a 
good piece oi' work, ho should bo well 
fed and well rested. Yes, the same is 
true oven of a horse. Well, Dr. S. de- 
clared it was a task for a week consti- 
tution to properly digest u meal of victu- 
als; and he declared further that no 
constitution could digest food properly 
when it was exhausted and ran down to 
the very last notch; and if any one at- 
tempts to got along in that way he will 
sooner or later iiud himself broken down 
entirely." 


All the heavy laden—tired housewives 


in particular—are urged to adopt this 
simple course of recuperation: 


"Yon are not saving time by sitting 


down to your meals so worn out that 
tlio hand trembles with fatigue that 
raises the food to your lips. You will 
get along faster, aud accomplish more, 
by taking this laud of rest. If it seems 
to yon impossible, and you nre inclined 
to smile at the idea of a half-hour uap 
before dinner and supper, then I shall 
direct my appeals to your husband, 
your sons and yonr daughters.

It may be delightful to 
such a man to seo an alter efjo called by 
his name and universally recognized afl 
ft factor in public life without his feel- 
ing ono whit clearer as to what ho is 
bound by his reputation to say or do in 
furtherance of his fame. 
But such ar 


alter ego is a sort of fetich which is sure 
to confuse his own sense of personal 
identity instead of to define it, and to 
mystify instead of to steady him.

wish of private parties to bo talked 
about and thought about and written 
about by people who have no solid facts 
on which to baso their estimates of them, 
and who must make them the centers 01 
mere gossip, if they mako a fuss about 
them at all, is a diseased wish which has 
a solely corrupting tendency. 
More- 


over, that kind of self-consciousness 
purely intoxicating, and, what is worse, 
inspires an even deeper and^lceper pus 
sion for the intoxicating draught. Pnb,- 
licity without public duty aud without 
conferring on the public uny power to 
verify tho discharge of duty by tlio per- 
son thus made spuriously public, is ono 
of tho most heady and poisonous of tho 
ingredients of private life.—London 
Spectator.

Suicide In Oltlon Time Was Considered 


Honorable and a Sign ofCouraK»—M«"t«rn 
Apologlttts for Thin Crime—GeinHiio Sci- 
ence und IteveliUion in Accord, 


Text—"Ho Grow out his aworfl, ami would liavo 
killed himself, uuppoaiug that the prisoners liiul 
boon lied. But 1'aul criod with U loutl voice, 
saying, Do thyself no harm."—Acts svi, 28-29. 


Hero is ft would-bo suicide arrested in 


his deadly attempt. 
Ho was a sheriff, 


and according to the Roman law, a 
bailiff himself must suffer the punish- 
ment due an escaped prisoner, aiidif the 
prisoner breaking jail was sentenced to 
bo euduugconcd for three of four years, 
then the Sheriff must bo onduugeouod 
for three or four years; and if the I11*8" 
oner breaking jail was to havo Buffered 
capital punishment, then the Sheriff 
must suffer capital punishment.

Yon do not'believe the New 


Testament? Then perhaps you believe 
the Ten Commandments: 
"Thon shalt 


not kill." Do you sayall these passages 
refer to the taking of the lifo of others? 
Then I ask you if you arc not as respon- 
sible for your own life as for tho lifo 
of others.' God gave you a special trusfc 
in your life. Ho made yon the custodian 
of your life as ho mado you the custo- 
dian of no other life. 
He gave you as 


weapons with which to defend it two 
arms to strike baek assailants, two eyes 
to watch for invasion and n natural lovo 
of life which ought ever to be on the 
alert. Assassination of others is a mild 
crime compared with the assassination 
of yourself, because in the latter case it 
is treachery to an especial trust, it is the 
surrender of a castle yon wero especially 
appointed to keep, it is treason to a 
natural law arid it is treason to God 
added to ordinary murder. 


To show how God in the Bible looked 


upon this crime, I point you to the

Han- 
iiibal destroyed his life by poison from 
his rinfj, considering lilo unbearable. 
Lycnrgus a suicide, Brutas a suicide. 
After tho disaster of Moscow, Napoleon 
always carried with him a prcpuration 
of opium, and one night his scrvaut 
heard the ex-Emperor arise, put uume- 
tbiug in a glass and drink it, nud soon 
•fter the groans nrutisud nil the attend- 
ants, and it was only through tho utmost 
medical skill bo was resuscitated from 
tho stupor of tho opiate. 
Times havo changed, and ret the 


American conscience iiocdtt to bo tbucd 
up on the subject of tmicide. Have you 
soon a papur in tho last month that did 
nut announce the piiBsnge out of life liy 
one's own behest? Defaulters, alarmed 
nttheidon of exposure, quit lifo precipi- 
tately. Men losing large fortunes go 
out of the world because they cannot en- 
dure earthly existence. Frustrated af- 
fection, domestic infelicity, dyspopUo 
impatience, anger, remorse, envy, jeal- 
ousy, destitution, misanthropy, are ccm- 
Kidorod Buflicimtt CUUHCB for absconding 
from this lifo by paris srcon, by luuda- 
unm, by bolladonnn, by Othello's dag- 
ger, by haltor, by leap from tho abut- 
ment of a bridge, uy firearms. More 
ca8.ua of fclo <lc HC iu the last two years 
than any two yours of tho world's exist- 
ence, and moro iu tho lust month than 
in nuy twolvo montim. Tho evil is moro 
and more spreading. 


A pulpit not long ngo oxproenod ttomo 


doubt as to whet her there was really 
niiytking wrung about quitting this lifo 
when it became disagreeable, aud there 
aro found in rcMpoctablo circles, people 
apologetic for tho crime which 1'nul in 
tho toxt arrested. I shall show you be- 
fore I get through that suicide is tho 
worst of all crimes, and I shall lift a 
warning unmistakable. But in the early 
part of this sermon I wish to admit that 
eonio of tho best Christians that huvo 
ever lived havo committed Bolf-destruc- 
tioii, but always in dementia, aud not 
responsible. I havo 110 moro doubt 
about ther eternal felicity than I havo of 
tho Christian who dies in his bed in the 
delirium of typhoid fever. Whilo tho 
shock of the catastrophe in very great, I 
charge all those whn havo had Christian 
friends under ccrobal aberration step 
off the boundaries of this lifo, to have 
no d6ubt about their happiness. The 
dear Lord took thorn right out of thoi** 
duzod and frenzied state into perfect 
safety. How Christ fccrs toward the in-, 
saito you may know from tho kind way 
Ho treated tho demoniac of Gadara and 
tho child lunatic, and the potency with 
which ho hushed tempests cither of 'sea 
or brain. 
: 


Scotland, tlio land prolific of intel- 


lectual giants, had uono grander than 
Hugh Miller. Great for science and 
great for God. Ho came of tho best 
Highland blood, and was a descendant 
of Donald Hoy, a mnn eminent for piety 
and tho rare gift of second, sight. His 
attainments, climbing up as ho did from 
the quarry and tho wall of the stone- 
mason, drow forth tho astonished ad- 
miration of Bncklnnd and Murchison, 
tlio scientists, and. Dr. Chalmers, the 
theologian, and held universities spell- 
bound whilo ho told them the story of 
what he had seen of God in tho old red 
•andstono. 


That man did moro than any being 


thnt evor lived to show that tho God of 
tho hills is tho God of the Bible, and ho 
struck his tuning fork on tho rocks of 
Cromarty until he brought geology and 
theology accordant in diviiiu worship. 
His two books, entitled "Footprints of 
tho Creator" and tho "Testimony o£ tho 
Bocks" proclaimed tho buns of an ever- 
last ing marriage- between genuine science 
and revelation. On this latter book lie 
toiled day and night, through love of 
nature and lovo of God, until he could 
not sloop, and his brain gave way, and 
ho was found dead-with a rovolvor by 
his side, tho cruel instrument having 
had two bullets—ouo for him and tho 
other for tho gunsmith who at tlio cor- 
ouor'a inquest wns exnming it and fell 
dead. Havo you any doubt of tlio beati- 
fication of Hugh Miller, after his hot 
brain had coasoil throbbing that winter 
nightjn his study at Portobollo? Among 
tho mightiest of earth, among tho might- 
iest of Hcavon. 


Ko ono doubted tho piety oE William 


Cowpor, tlio author of those three great 


buttle, instead of surrendering his sword 
•with dignity as many a man has dune, 
asks his servant to slay him; and whoa 
the servant declines, then the giant 
plants the hilt of the sword in tho earth, 
the sharp point sticking upward, and ho 
throws his body upon it aud expires, the 
coward, tho suicide. Hero IB Ahithophol, 
tho Machiuvelli of olden times, betray- 
ing his best friend David in order that 
ho may become prime minister of Absa- 
lom, and joining that follow in his at- 
tempt at parricide.

There ho is, tho ingrate! 


Ueru is Abimeleub, practically a sui- 


Ho is with an urmy, bombarding 
a tower, when a woman in the tower 
takes a grindstone from its place and 
drops it upon hit) head, and with what 
life ho has left in hit* cracked sknll ho 
commands his armor bearer: "Draw thy 
sword and slay mo. lest men nay a wo- 
man slew me. Therois his pust-mortom 
photograph in the book of Samuel. But 
the boro uf this group is Judas Iscariot. 
Dr. Donne says ho was n martyr, and wo 
havo in our day apologists for him. And 
what wonder, in this uay when wo havo 
a book revealing Aaron Burr as a pattern 
of virtue, and in this day when wo un- 
cover a stutue tu George Sand as tho 
benefactress of literature, and in this 
duy whou there aro betrayals of Christ 
on tho part uf some uf his pretended 
npostloH—a betrayal so black it makes 
tho infamy of Judas Iscariot white! Yet 
this man by his own hand hung up for 
tho execration of all the ages, 
Iscariot.

All the good men and women of tho 


Bible loft to God tlio decision uf thoir 
earthly terminus, and thoy could havo 
said With Job, who had a right to com- 
Jnit suicido if any man ever had — what 
with his destroyed property, and his 
body all aOaino with iusutt'erablo car- 
buncles, aud everything gone from his 
homo oxcetit tho chief curse of it, a pes- 
tiferous wife, and four garrulous people 
polling him with comfortless talk whilo 
ho sits on a heap of ashes scratching his 
scabs with a picco of broken pottery, yet 
crying out in triumph: "All the days of 
my appointed time 'will I wait till my 
change come." 


Notwithstanding that the Bible is 


against this ovil, and tho aversion which 
it creates by (he loathsome nnd ghastly 
spectacle of those who have hurlod 
themselves out of life, and notwith- 
standing Christianity is against it, and 
tho arguments and the useful lives and 
tho illustrious deaths of its disciples, it 
is a fact alarmingly patent that suicide 
is on the increase. 


What is the cause? I charge upon in- 


fidelity and 
agnosticism this whole 


thing. If them be no hereafter, or if 
that hereafter be blissful without re- 
ference to how wo live and how wo die, 
whynotmovp back the. folding doors 
between this world'aud the next? Aud 
when 
our existence 
here 
becomes 


troublesome, why not pass right over 
into Elysium? Put this down nmong 
your most solemn recollections, and 
consider it after you go to your home: 
there has never boon a case of suicide 
•where the operator was not either de- 
mented, aud therefore irresponsible, or 
an infidel. I challenge all the ages, and 
I challenge tho whole universe. There 
never has boon acase o-f self -destruction 
while in full appreciation of his immor- 
tality, nud of the fact that that immor- 
tality would be glorious ur wretched 
according us no accepted Jesus Christ 
or rejected Him. 


You say it is a business trouble, oryou 


say it is electrical currents, or it is this, 
or it is that, or it is the other thing. 
Why not go clear back, my friend, nnd 
acknowledge that in every cnso it is the 
abdication oC reason or tho teaching of 
infidelity which practically says: "If 
you don't like this life get out of it, and 
you will laud cither in annihilation, 
where there aro no notes to pay, no per- 
secutions lo suffer, no gout to torment, 
or you will laud where there will bo 
everything glorious and nothing to pay 
for it." Infidelity hns always been 
apologetic for soli'-immolftttoii. 
After 


Tom 1'ainu's "Ago of reason" was pub- 
lished mid widely road llioro was a 
marked incrtiiiso ol! Rolf-nlnuglilcr. 


A man in London board Mr. Owen de- 


liver his infidel lecture on socialism, and 
went home, s:it down and wrote thctto

next. They teach us it does not make 
any difference how you livo here or go 
out of this world, you will laud either 
in an oblivious nowhere or u glorious 
somewhere. 
Aud iulidelity holdg tho 


upper end of the rope for tho suicide, 
and aims the pistol with which n man 
blows hts brains out, and mixes the 
strychnine for tho last swallow. If infi- 
delity could carry the day and persuade 
tho majority of people in this country 
that it does not make atQr difference how 
you go out of tho world you will land 
safely, tho Hudson and the East rivers 
would be so full of corpses tho ferry- 
boats would be impeded iu their pro- 
gress. »nd tho crack of a suicide's pistol 
would be no more alarming than the 
rumble of a street car. 


I havo sometimes heard it discussed 


wlietlior the grout dramatist was a Chris- 
tian or not. I do not know, but I know 
that ho considered appreciation of a fu- 
ture existence the mightest hindrance to 
so If-destruction: 
For -who conld bear tlio -whips and acorns of 
titDO, 
Tlio oppressor's wrong, tlio proud man's con- 
tumely, 
pongs of despised lovo. tlio law's delay, 
Tho insolonco of office, and the spurns

bravo In rendering: the right verdict, and 
when in a case of irresponsibility they I 
say: "While this man was demented he 
took liis life;" in the otlior case sny: 
"Having read infidel books and attended 
infidel lectures, which obliterated from 
this man's oiiid nil appreciation of any- 
thing like future retribution, bo com- 
mitted self-slaughter!" 


Ah! Infideiity, stand up and take thy

My friends, if ever your lifo, through 


its abrasions aud its molestations, 
should seem to bo unbearable, and you 
arc tempted to quit it by your own ho- 
liest, do not consider yourself ns worse 
thau others. Christ himself was tempted 
to oast himself from the roof of tnetem- 
S 


le; bnt as Ho resisted, so resist ye. 
hrist came to medic i no all our wounds. 


In your trouble I prescribe life i list end 
of death. People who have had it worse 
than you will ever have it havo gone 
songful on tho way. 
Remember that 


God keeps the chronology oE yonr lifo 
with as much precision us he kecpn the 
chronology of nations, your death as 
well as your cradle. 


Why wnnitthntnt midnight, just at 


midnight, tho (lostroving angel struck 
tho blow that set tho Israelites free from 
bondage? The four hundred and thirty 
years wero up at 12 o'clock that night. 
Tlio four hundred and thirty yenrs wore 
not up at 11, nnd 1 o'clock would have 
been tr.rdy and too late. The four hun- 
dred and thirty years woro up nt 12 
o'clock, and tho destroying angel strmik 
tho blow, nnd Israel was free. And 
God knows just tho hour whou it is time 
to lead you from earthly bondage, liy 
hie grace mako not tho worst of things, 
but tho best of them. If you must tuko 
the pills, do 11 ot chew them. Your over- 
lasting rewards will accord with your 
earthly perturbations, jnst as Cuius gavo 
to Agrippa n chain of gold as heavy ns 
had been n chain of iron. For tho ask- 
ing—aud I do not know to whom I speak 
in this august assemblage, but the word 
may bo especially, npproprinto—for your 
asking you may hnvo tho same grace that 
was given to tho Italian martyr Algorius, 
who, 
down iu tho darkest of dungeons, 


dated his letter from "tho delectable or- 
chard of the Leonine prison." 


And remember thnt this brief lifo of 


ours is surrounded by a rim, a very thin 
but very important liin, and close up to 
that rim is a great eternity, and you nnd 
better keep out of it until God breaks 
thnt rim and separates this from that. 
To get rid of \he .sorrows of earth, do 
not rush into greater sorrows. To get 
rid of aswarin of summer insects, leap 
not into a jungle of Bengal tigers. 


There is a sorrow-loss world, and it is 


so radiant that the noonday sun is only 
llio lowest doorstep aud the aurora that 
lights up tlio northern heavens, con- 
founding astronomers as to what it can 
be, is tho waving of tho banners of the 
procession como to take tho conquerors 
homo from chnrch militant to church 
triumphant, aud you and I have ten 
thousand reasons for wanting to go 
there, but wo will never get there either 
by self-immolation or imponiteucy. All 
our sins slain by the Christ who camo to 
do thnt thing, we want to go in at just 
the time divinely arranged, nnd from a 
couch divinely spread, nud then the sep- 
ulchral gates behind us will be overpow- 
ered by tho clang o£ tho opening of tlio 
solid pearl beforo us. O God, whatever 
others may choose, give me n Christian's 
life, a Christian's death, a Christian.1! 
burial, a Christian's immortality.
